. The Knights of the Cross was repeated last night, with The Inn- 
keeper's Daughter. As the principal part of the audience came in at 
half-price, we presume that we must attribute a very numerous at- 
tendance rather to the attraction of Miss Kelly in her unrivalled cha- 
racter of Mary, than to the merits or demerits, (both are now pretty 
equally attractive) of the new drama. Mr. Horn was indisposed, and 
his place was supplied by Mr. Yarnold. Miss Graddon appeared as 
the representative of Edith Plantagenet, vice Miss Stephens, whose 
presence, we presume, was required at the Concert Room of Vaux- 
hall; now admitting, as we do very readily, the excellence of Miss 
Graddon’s singing, (performance is out of the question) it is truly de- 
rogatory to a patent Theatre to be obliged for such a reason to change 
apart on the very second representation ; this, however, is but a 
portion of a system to which the public have long submitted, and to 
which indeed they have in some degree contributed—the consideration 
of particular talent rather than general effect ; this will in time, not 
in due time, correct itself; both Theatres, or we are much mistaken, 
feel it at this moment very sensibly. 

As to the remainder, Mr. Wallack was as characteristic of Richard 
Caur de Lion, as his stature would admit. Mr. Bennett played with 
spizit, and put on and removed his disguises rapidly and effectively.— 
The dresses are defective, scarcely in one instance correct. But the 
dog! he is, and must continue the principal attraction of the piece; as 
long as the sympathies of the galleries are more readily awakened by 
canine than human feelings. ‘The upper circles were so much delight- 
ed with his performance in the scene where he leaps on the Marquis 
that it was loudly encored. We regret to state that the encore re- 
ceived no attention, that the dog in fact showed the most marked dis- 
respect to the audience. Such conduct is the more reprehensible as he 
or she has been engaged for three years on a very liberal salary, dis- 
pensed in the shgpe of a most substantial breakfast, dinner, and sup- 
per per diem, with clean straw every night.
